The proposed minimum wage-maximum 
hour legislation far from solves the questions 
of unemployment, and of an adequate re- 
turn to labor for its work. But it is never- 


theless a vast improvement on what at pire- 


sent exists. 

As such, the wages and hours legislation 
should get the full support of the entire 
organized labor movement, and reactionary 
officials who display hesitancy in granting 
such support should be put on the spot. 

The Communist Party has been a pioneer 
in the fight for minimum wages and makxi- 
mum hours. Its legislative program calls for 
an adequate annual minimum wage. It sup- 
ports the proposed wages and hours legis- 
lation (with the amendments mentioned) as 
a step in the right direction.

Jackson in Favor of 
Challenging Court 


WASHINGTON — Constitution- 
ality of the proposed wages and 
hours law, now pending before 
Congress, was vigorously de- 
fended by Assistant Attorney 
General Kobert Jackson at the 
first of the joint hearings held 
by the House and Senate labor 
committees. 

Jackson argued that the bill 
should be passed if only to give 
the Supreme Court a chance to 
overrule itself on its child labor 
stand which he termed “a per- 
version of our constitution.” 

Jackson analyzed for the com- 
mittee the legality of the pro- 
posed measure from the stand- 
point of regulation of interstate 
commerce, delegation of powers, 
state’s rights, and due process 
of law. From all these stand- 
points, he said, the law is con- 
stitutional. 

Dealing at length with the de- 
cision of the court in holding 
ongress has no power to 
ban from interstate commerce 
the products of child labor, Jack-

two months’ strike of the Team- 
sters Union against’ Pacific 
Freight Lines was announced 


last week, in a statement signed 
by George Schultz, union secre- 
tary, and George Duniley, pres- 
ident of the company. 

Though ¢erms of the _ settle- 
ment were not made public, un- 
ion leaders acclaimed it a vic- 
tory for the teamsters. Approxi- 
mately 300 men were scheduled 
to return to work, union spokes- 
men announced. 

Joint Statement 
The statement read: 
“The strike at Pacific, Freight 


; Lines and Pacific Tank Lines has 


been termmmated. A mutually 
satisfactory settlement has been 
arrived at, the details to be 
worked out later.” 

Seeking to explain somewhat 
the reticence of the union and 
company officials to disclose 
terms of the agreement, one un- 
ionist stated that “good sports- 
manship would prevent the un- 
ion from announcing its vic- 
tory.” 

Struck for Union Recognition 

Involving more than 300 
workers, the strike began last 
March 29, in demands for union 
recognition and reinstatement of 
drivers dismissed for union ac- 
tivity. From the outset, Pacific 
Freight Lines, supported by a 
solid front of open-shop forces 
headed by the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Assn., took a de- 
termined stand of refusal to deal 
in any way with the union. 

Falling in line with the city’s 
reactionary anti-labor groups, the 
superior courts, through Judge 
Emmet Wilson, handed down an 


injunction in an attempt. to 
break the strike. ' 
Answer of the union to this 


move came when Harry Dail, 
union organizer, declared the in- 
junction ‘“itemizes and_ prohib- 
its every crime in the statutes, 
but does not affect our right of 
peaceful picketing.” 

Final capitulation of the com- 
pany to the union demands came 
when the boycott called by the 
Teamsters proved too effective 
for the Company’s profits.

Eagan, representing the Board, 
arrived and hearings com- 
menced. 


All through the hearings, dirt 
and more dirt was dug up, show- 
ing proof of how the Honolulu 
police captain made daily calls 


longshoremen; ship company for orders during 


the strike, of how certain rank- 
and-file leaders were framed up, 
of how murder plots against mil- 
itant leaders were hatchced right 
in the main office of Frank 
Thompson, leading lawyer for 
the steamship companies. 

It dug up evidence proving 
how the Seamen’s Church Insti- 
tute of Honolulu, a “charitable” 
institution for seamen, was 
turned into a scab-herding agen- 
cy for the shipowners.
